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LEGAL  REFERENCES 


Generally 

The  State  statutes  relating  to  the  operations  of  the  Montana  State 
Advisory  Council  for  Vocational  Education  are  for  the  most  part  contained 
in  the  fol lowing  sections  of  the  1947  Revised  Codes  of  Montana:  75-4241 
and  75-4246,  Section  1-14  of  H.B.  No.  41  as  amended  and  passed  by  the  42nd 
Legislative  Assembly,  Extraordinary  Session  II  and  signed  by  the  Governor; 
Sections  82A-103  and  82A-110  of  Senate  Bill  No.  274  passed  by  the  42nd 
Legislative  Assembly  and  signed  by  the  Governor. 

Federal  Public  Law  90-576  requires  that  each  state,  in  order  to 
qualify  for  federal  funds  for  vocational  education  authorized  by  that 
law,  must  have  a  duly  appointed  Advisory  Council  for  Vocational  Education. 


PRINCIPAL  GOALS 

A.  Advise  the  State  Board  on  the  development  of  the  State  Plan 
for  Vocational  education  and  policy  matters  arising  in  the  administration 
of  the  State  Plan. 

B.  Evaluate  vocational  education  programs,  services,  and  activities 
assisted  under  Public  Law  90-575 ,  and  publish  and  distribute  the  results 
thereof. 

C.  Prepare  and  submit  through  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  and  the  National  Advisory  Council  an  annual  eval- 
uation report  which  (1)  evaluates  the  effectiveness  of  vocational  education 
services  and  programs  and  (2)  recommends  such  changes  as  may  be  warranted.

Organized  and  conducted  intensive  onsite  evaluation  of  the  post- 
secondary  vocational  education  programs  conducted  at  the  five  post- 
secondary  centers,  three  community  colleges  and  one  four-year  college, 
Also,  conducted  by  mail  a  questionnaire  evaluation  of  all  secondary 
school  vocational  education  programs. 

2.  Report  to  the  State  Board  of  Education 

Utilizing  the  above-mentioned  evaluations  plus  two  additional  small 
evaluation  projects  and  information  gained  from  Council  activity,  a 
detailed  report  with  recommendations  was  prepared  and  submitted  to 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  (See  Appendix  A  of  this  report). 

3.  Consultation  with  educational  agencies 

Both  Council  members  and  staff  participated  in  various  panels,  sympo- 
siums and  open  meetings  concerned  with  vocational  education.  The 
Council  frequently  advised  the  vocational  education  staff  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  regarding  policy  and  administra- 
tion of  Montana  vocational  education. 

4.  Legislative  assistance  for  vocational  education 

Prepared  for  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  data  on  vocational 
education  enrollments,  programs  and  finance.  Also,  appeared  to 
testify  on  behalf  of  legislation  considered  important  to  vocational 
education.  Provided  input,  upon  request,  to  legislative  activities 
conducted  by  other  agencies. 

5.  Liaison  activities 

The  Council  through  member  and  staff  activity  carried  out  a  role  of 
liaison  between  specific  groups  and  agencies  and  vocational  education.

This  was  not  limited  to  the 
confines  of  the  state,  but  was  presented  regionally  and  nationally  on 
different  occasions. 

7.  Prepared  and  submitted  budget  and  past  expenditure  Reports. 

As  required  by  federal  statute,  the  Council  prepared  and  submitted 

its  annual  budget  request  and  past  fiscal  year's  expenditure  report 

to  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Education.  (See  Appendix  B  of  this  Report.)

*  Conducted  intensive  evaluation  of  Montana  vocational  education. 

*  Submitted  the  annual  evaluation  report  to  local,  state,  and  national 
publics  with  recommendations. 

*  Consulted  with  state,  local  and  national  vocational  education  offices 
relating  to  vocational  education  policy  and  administration. 

*  Assisted  the  State  legislature  during  the  42nd  session  and  also  ad- 
vised the  national  Congress  on  legislation  relating  to  vocational 
education.
